MDHHS updates prior- 
ity group information 
for vaccination; 
launches dashboard 


The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Health and 
Human Services (MDHHS) 
has updated information 
in its priority groups for 
vaccination administration 
document and launched a 
COVID-19 Vaccine Dash- 
board to help Michigan- 
ders track information 
about the vaccine across 
the state. 

MDHHS expanded its 
guidance to allow Michi- 
ganders 16 years of age 
and older to receive the 
vaccine and also provided 
updated information on 
pregnant women and the 
vaccine. While there is not 
currently data on the 
safety and efficacy of 
Pfizer’s COVID-19 vaccine 
in pregnant women, the 
Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention has 
recommended that preg- 
nant women may be of- 
fered the vaccine within 
the priority groups upon 
consultation with their 
medical provider. 

“The arrival of the 
COVID-19 vaccine is an im- 
portant step toward reduc- 
ing the toll the virus is 
taking on our state,” said 
Dr. Joneigh Khaldun, 
MDHHS chief medical ex- 
ecutive and chief deputy 
for health. “As we receive 
further guidance from our 
federal partners, these pri- 
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oritizations may change. 
While we roll these vac- 
cines out across the state, 
it is important everyone 
continues to do their part

Christmas trees date back many years 


Christians first 
used evergreen 
trees as a symbol 
of Christ’s birth 
in 1500s

While no one can say with 
authority just when the tra- 
dition of Christmas trees 
began, there is no question 
that the origin of decorated 
evergreens can be traced to 
the ancient Druids who popu- 
lated present day England 
thousands of years ago. 

The Celtic Druids saw 
evergreens as a manifesta- 
tion of deity because the 
evergreens did not die as 
other trees, but remained 
green and alive through the 
harshest of winters. The su- 
perstitious Druids decorated 
the trees with fruit, coins and 
charms, believing that adorn- 
ing the tree with symbols of 
prosperity would assure such 
things as fertile fields and a 
bountiful harvest in the year 


ahead. 

The practice of decorating 
trees was not limited to the 
Druids, however. The citizens 
of ancient Rome decorated 
trees during the Saturnalia 
Festival in late December, be- 
lieving it would bring good 
fortune in the New Year. The 
Saxons, who dwelt in what is 
present-day Germany, placed 
lighted candles in evergreen 
trees. The Saxons, along with 
other tribes of Nordic de- 
scent, brought the lighted 
trees indoors. 

The evergreen is first 
noted as a Christian symbol 
of Christ’s birth in Germany 
in the 1500s. The custom of 
having decorated trees in- 
doors at Christmas was popu- 
lar in Germany for a few 
hundred years before spread- 
ing much beyond its borders. 
That began to change in the 
1800s when Prince Albert, 
the German-born husband of 
Britain’s Queen Victoria, 
brought a Christmas tree to 
Windsor Castle in 1841. The 
custom quickly caught on in 
England after that. 

German immigrants to 
America also brought the 
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custom there as well. The 
first time a Christmas tree is 
mentioned in the U.S. is in 
the diary of Matthew Zahm 
of Lancaster, Pa. in 1821. 

By the 1890s, the tradition 
of brightly decorated Christ- 
mas trees in U.S. homes was 
widespread. With the advent 
of electricity, Christmas 
trees began to appear in town 
squares across America and 
the traditional "lighting of 
the tree" quickly became the 
official symbols of the begin- 
ning of the holiday season. 

Lancaster is among a num- 
ber of cities that claim to be 
the first place in the U.S. 
where a Christmas tree was 
erected. According to legend, 
a Hessian soldier erected a 
tree in Windsor Locks, Conn. 
in 1777 while he was impris- 
oned at the Noden-Reed 
House. It is also reported that 
German immigrants erected 
a Christmas tree in Easton, 
Pa. in 1816. 

Aman named August Im- 
gard, a German immigrant 
living in Wooster, Ohio, is the 
first to popularize the prac- 
tice of decorating a tree. In 
1847, Imgard cut a blue

Did you know it takes 
seven to 10 years of cultivat- 
ing to produce a Christmas 
tree that is ready for sale? 
(That’s no surprise to the 
folks in northern Michigan, 
which is famous for its abun- 
dance of Christmas tree 
farms.) 

Did you know that Christ- 
mas trees grow in all 50 
states? Yes, even Hawaii 
grows Christmas trees.

As one would 
expect, he was a man noted 
for his charity and good will 
and he was particularly kind 


to children, often giving away 


treats and small gifts. 
According to legend, there 
was a widower in Myra who 
had three daughters for 
whom he could not provide a 
dowry. The story goes that 
Saint Nicholas threw three 


bags of gold into the fireplace 


chimney and the gold landed 
into the stockings drying by 
the fire. This began the tradi- 
tion of putting Christmas 
presents into Christmas 
stockings. 

Here are some interesting 
trivia and fun facts about 
Christmas: 

¢ The first commercial 
Christmas card sold was de- 
signed by London artist John 
Calcott Horsley in December 
of 1842. He was hired by Sir 


Henry Cole, a wealthy British 


businessman, to design a 


card that showed people feed- 


ing and clothing the poor 
with another picture of a 
Christmas party. The first 
Christmas card said, "Merry 
Christmas and a Happy New 
Year to you." Of the original 
1,000 cards he printed for Sir 
Henry Cole, only one exists 
today. 

- An average household in 
America will mail out 28 
Christmas cards each year

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Enjoy the outdoors this 
winter but be safe 


Where there is snow and 
ice, snowmobilers are on the 
trails and anglers are on the 
ice. 

It’s safe to say that winter 
has arrived in many parts of 
Michigan. Winter offers 
plenty of great opportunities 
to continue recreating outside. 

“This is the time of year 
when conservation officers see 
many people eager to kick-off 
the snowmobiling season, ice 
fishing and other outdoor win- 
ter activities,” said Lt. Tom 
Wanless of the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources Law Enforcement 
Division. “These are great ac- 
tivities that encourage social 
distancing, but please keep 
safety in mind. Dress for the 
weather, check the forecast be- 
fore you go out and if you’re 
snowmobiling, please ride 
sober and at a safe speed.” 

Regardless of your favorite 
winter activity, here are some 
tips to help prepare for head- 
ing outdoors: 

¢ Wear light layers that can 
easily be added or removed — it 
is possible to overheat even 
during the winter. 

¢ Carry the appropriate 
equipment for your activity, 
such as a flashlight, rope, ice 
picks or ice claws. 

¢ Have spare equipment 
available in case something 
breaks. 

¢ Stay hydrated and fueled — 
bring water and snacks. 

¢ Recreate with a buddy. 

¢ Inform others about 
where you will be and how 
long you plan to be gone and 
schedule check-in times. 

¢ Carry a two-way commu- 
nication device that receives 
service in remote areas. 

¢ Be mindful of your health 
—if you’re not feeling well, 
don’t go out. 

In Michigan, all snowmo- 
bile operators between ages 12 


and 16 are required to obtain a 
Michigan-approved snowmo- 
bile safety certificate to oper- 
ate a snowmobile on any trail 
or public land. Riders can 
earn a snowmobile safety cer- 
tificate online at 
Michigan.gov/Snowmobiling. 

The DNR’s Ride Right 
snowmobile trail safety cam- 
paign emphasizes the impor- 
tance of riding sober, at a safe 
speed and on the right side of 
the trail. 

If snowmobiling off-trail, 
stay on public lands, avoiding 
private property, active log- 
ging operations and sensitive 
areas like forest plantations; 
use stock exhausts only; know 
where you are going before 
you go. 

Snowmobling is a fun activ- 
ity that can be done safely, 
however, riders should re- 
member that excessive speed 
is the main cause of fatal and 
serious injury snowmobile ac- 
cidents. 

During winter 2019-20, there 
were 14 fatal snowmobile acci- 
dents in Michigan, with one 
fatality recorded so far during 
the 2020-21 season. 

If you plan to head onto the 
ice to fish or ride, conserva- 
tion officers warn that there is 
no reliable inch thickness test 
to determine if ice is safe. Ice 
thickness can be checked with 
a spud or auger. 

“Anyone going onto the ice 
should use extreme caution,” 
Wanless said.. “Avoid ice that 
is covered by snow. Snow acts 
as an insulator and may 
weaken the ice.” 

Ice is often unstable at river 
mouths or other areas where 
there are currents present or 
creeks and streams feeding 
into lakes.

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Christmas Star’ makes rare appearance this year 


When they saw the star 
they rejoiced with 
exceedingly great joy. 
--Matthew 2:10

What the wise men from 
the east saw in the skies all 
those years ago is described 
as a star. 

But was it literally a star? 
Or did it appear to be a star 
to the ancient astronomers 
from the land of Persia? 
Could it have been an un- 
usual conjunction of planets, 
such as was visible in the 
northern skies (and in the 
skies everywhere else) this 


Christmas season? 

It’s certainly possible that 
God used the alignment of 
planets to create the sign in 
the sky that the Magi per- 
ceived to be a star, though 
Bible scholars are divided on 
the issue. 

Whatever it was in the sky, 
though, it was unusual 
enough to get the attention of 
the Magi and for them to rec- 
ognize that this was a sign 
from God pointing to the 
birth of the King of the Jews, 
the much-anticipated coming 
of Messiah written about in 
the Hebrew scriptures, in- 
cluding the book of Daniel 
the prophet. 

We all know the story of 
how the Magi, these 
Chaldean priests and as- 
tronomers of ancient Persia, 


were looking for a sign of the 
birth of the Messiah as 
Daniel had written would 
happen and also provided a 
timeline by the inspiration of 
the Holy Spirit. The Magi 
were so certain that this 
bright light in the sky was a 
true sign from God that they 
traveled hundreds of miles in 
a caravan at great expense 
bringing their gifts to ac- 
knowledge the newborn King 
and to worship Him. 
Astronomers today are ex- 
cited about a rare phenome- 
non that appeared this week 
in the night skies. It is only 
natural to call this phenome- 
non a “Christmas star” even 
though it is not a star but ac- 
tually the conjunction of the 
planets Saturn and Jupiter 
that has not occurred in this 


same way since March 4 of 
the year 1226, nearly 800 
years ago. 

There is an alignment of 
Saturn and Jupiter, the two 
biggest planets in the Milky 
Way solar system, that oc- 
curs every 20 years or so but 
a conjunction of the kind 
that was visible on December 
21 is very rare because of 
how close the planets ap- 
peared above the earth in 
their orbits. The conjunction 
formed a “super bright” 
point of light that indeed 
looked like a star. 

Perhaps we Christians 
today can derive a sense of 
hope from the appearance of 
this phenomenon in the sky, 
as the wise men of Persia did 
when they saw the star. 

Interestingly, the wise men 


were directed by Herod and 
by the Jewish priests to Beth- 
lehem, where it had been de- 
clared by a prophet named 
Micah that the Messiah was 
to be born. As the wise men 
headed in their caravan away 
from Jerusalem and toward 
Bethlehem, it says the star 
reappeared in the sky and 
pointed them directly to the 
house where Jesus was with 
His parents Mary and 
Joseph. And when they saw 
the star appear again in the 
sky, it confirmed their con- 
victions that God was guid- 
ing their way and they 
rejoiced exceedingly. 

They found the young 
Jesus and worshiped Him, 
the gospel of Matthew in- 
forms us, bringing their gifts 
of gold, frankincense and 


myrrh. 

Perhaps God in His provi- 
dence is using this rare con- 
junction of the planets 
Saturn and Jupiter to remind 
us again that the sign He 
placed in the sky for the Magi 
points directly to Jesus. In 
this troubled year of 2020, it’s 
good to remember that Jesus 
came to save His people — 
those who choose to put their 
trust in Him — from their 
sins. It’s good to remember 
that God became flesh and 
dwelt among us. It’s good to 
remember that we all needa 
Savior and the Savior has in- 
deed come. 

As Linus would say to 
Charlie Brown, it’s truly 
what Christmas is all about. 


Expanded Medicaid program helps low-income residents afford coverage 


The Healthy Michigan 
Plan is now providing health 
care coverage to more than 
850,000 low-income residents 
for the first time, Gov. 
Gretchen Whitmer an- 
nounced today. There are 
now 853,211 people enrolled 
in the Healthy Michigan 
Plan, the state’s expanded 
Medicaid program. 

“Every Michigander de- 
serves quality, affordable 
health care, especially during 
a pandemic. As Senate Demo- 
cratic Leader, I was proud to 
work across the aisle with a 
Republican governor and leg- 
islature to expand health cov- 
erage for Michiganders 
through the Healthy Michi- 
gan plan,” said Governor 
Whitmer. “Now, as we con- 
tinue working to eradicate

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by wearing masks, washing 
hands, and avoiding gather- 
ings.” 

The COVID-19 Vaccine 
Dashboard includes data 
from the Michigan Care Im- 
provement Registry on the 
number of providers en- 
rolled to provide the vaccine, 
the amount of vaccine re- 
ceived and doses adminis- 
tered. The dashboard will be 
expanded over the coming 
weeks to include vaccination 
coverage rates by age and 
race. 

MDHHS is following the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention recommen- 
dations for prioritization of 
distribution and administra- 
tion of COVID-19 vaccines. 
CDC recommendations are 
based on input from the Ad- 
visory Committee on Immu- 
nization Practices (ACIP). 
ACIP is a federal advisory 
committee made up of med- 
ical and public health ex- 
perts who develop 
recommendations on the use 
of vaccines in the United 
States. MDHHS has also ob- 
tained input from a stake- 
holder group of Michigan 
public health and health 
care leaders and reviewed 
correspondence from the 
public. 

Phases are as follows: 
Phase 1A includes paid 
and unpaid persons serving 

in health care settings who 
have direct or indirect expo- 
sure to patients or infectious 
materials and are unable to 
work from home, as well as 
residents of long-term care 
facilities. 

Phase 1B includes some 
workers in essential and crit- 
ical industries, including 
workers with unique skill 
sets such as non-hospital or 
non-public health laborato- 
ries and mortuary services. 

Phase 1C includes individ- 
uals age 16 years or older 
who are at high risk for se- 
vere COVID-19 illness due to 
underlying medical condi- 
tions, and people 65 years 
and older. 

Phase 2 is a mass vaccina- 
tion campaign for all individ- 
uals aged 16 years or older. 


COVID-19 and with the Af- 
fordable Care Act under con- 
stant attack in the courts, it’s 
more important than ever 
that we protect the Healthy 
Michigan plan and ensure 
health care for Michiganders 
across the state. I will con- 
tinue working with everyone 
who wants to protect and ex- 
pand health care for Michi- 
ganders.” 

COVID-19 affected the fi- 
nances and health of so 
many Michiganders that the 
number of Healthy Michigan 
Plan beneficiaries jumped 
from just under 682,000 in 
late March to more than 
850,000 now. Michigan insti- 
tuted policies to help families 
access affordable health care 
coverage such as deciding to 
avoid terminating Healthy 


MDHHS has provided ad- 
ditional prioritization guid- 
ance within these categories. 
It is important to note that 
vaccination in one phase 
may not be complete before 
vaccination in another phase 
begins. Vaccination in these 
phases will likely overlap. 
The timing of the start of 
vaccination in a phase is de- 
pendent on guidance from 
CDC and ACIP, the supply of 
vaccine from the manufac- 
turer, how vaccine is allo- 
cated from the federal level 
to Michigan and the capacity 
to administer the vaccine to 
populations. 

Vaccine distribution will 
roll out over a series of 
weeks, and current esti- 
mates are that by late Spring 
2021 enough vaccine will be 
available for everyone who is 
recommended to receive it. 
There will be no out-of- 
pocket costs to individuals 
for the vaccine, however, 
healthcare providers may 
bill insurance for adminis- 
trative costs. The COVID-19 
vaccine will require two 
doses, separated by three or 
four weeks depending on the 
manufacturer. Michiganders 
should receive both doses in 
order to have full protection 
from the virus. Individuals 
who receive the vaccine may 
experience mild side effects 
such as low-grade fever, sore 
arm and fatigue, which indi- 
cate that the vaccine is work- 
ing. There is a robust state 
and national process for 
tracking vaccines and re- 
porting side effects. 

MDHHS stresses Michi- 
ganders should continue to 
wear masks, social distance 
from those not in their 
household and wash their 
hands often, even after re- 
ceiving the vaccine.

Medicaid programs. Ex- 
panded Medicaid plans are 


allowed under the federal Af- 
fordable Care Act if states de- 
cide to implement them. 

According to 2017 research 
from the University of Michi- 
gan, the Healthy Michigan 
Plan more than doubled pri- 
mary care usage, reduced en- 
rollees’ reliance on the 
emergency room by 58 per- 
cent, cut uncompensated 
care by nearly 50 percent, 
and added $2.3 billion to our 
state’s economy.

WHAT IS ESCROW? 


Escrow is a process that begins 
when the purchase offer papers are 
signed by both parties, and ends 
when the loan is approved and all the 
necessary requirements have been 
fulfilled by both the buyer and the 
seller. 

The escrow holder is an intermedi- 
ary, and an agent of both the buyer 
and seller. 

The escrow holder is given the 
buyer's deposit, and holds onto all 
funds until the agreement is final- 
ized. They notify the seller when the 


deposit has been received and if the 
check has cleared the bank. 

The escrow holder also draws up a 
set of instructions, itemizing things 
that have to be done to the property 
before it is sold and the title is trans- 
ferred. 

For example, if the seller is re- 
quired to supply a termite inspection, 
the escrow holder would track this 
obligation and make it is fulfilled be- 
fore any funds are transferred to the 
seller. Findings in the termite inspec- 
tion report must be corrected on or

before the close of escrow. If the re- 
port calls for a plumber, roofer or 
other contractor, the agent would ad- 
vise the seller and get authorization 
for work to be done. 

The escrow company is typically 
the title company. 

The escrow/title company provides 
a complete ownership history of the 
property and any liens on record in 
the preliminary title report. Any- 
thing that is out of the ordinary, such 
as condo liens, judgments, etc. 
against the buyer and the seller must 
be clarified prior to the close of es- 
crow. 

The escrow process can be any 
number of days depending on what is 
agreed upon between the buyer and 
seller. To assure a timely closing, the 
buyer should do things like inform, 
the escrow holder of the name and 
phone number of their insurance 
agent as soon as possible. The home- 
owner insurance policy needs to be 
ordered early, so verification can be 
made with the lender.
